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Water tower repaint a success

The iconic Didsbury water tower received its 
long-awaited facelift last week from none other 
than artist Ruth Jepson. 

The79-year-old, originally from England, is 
known around town for her distinctive artwork at 
the recreation centre and Westglen school, among 
others. 

Luana Smith, deputy chief administrative offi¬ 
cer of the town of Didsbury, said “You can see it 
now, it just pops. We've all been saying (here in 
the office) that it looks amazing.” 

Originally painted for the '98 senior summer 
games, the water tower’s golfer had faded over 
the years and was in need of the repainting. 

“About two years ago,” said Smith, “Ruth and 1 
talked about rehabilitating it.” She added that the 
cost was too restrictive at the time so the project 
was put off to the side. 

“Then Ruth came to us (recently) and said she’s 
feeling good. She took the training for the lift and 
learned how to use the harnesses.” 

She noted that the cost of rehabilitating the 
tower is about $14,000, not including what town 
council will pay Jepson for her work. Smith said 
that the town will discuss that at council Aug. 28. 

The price tag, said Smith, includes the rest of 
the water tower, plus an anti-graffiti coating that 
will go on after the project is complete. 

Jepson, who lives in Didsbury, said that the 
golfer was rapidly disappearing off the tower, and 
she thought that she could restore it. 

She has had a bit of a hiatus from art, but after 
some recent projects, she wanted to keep paint¬ 
ing, 

“Just after a long period of inactivity I got a 
kick-start working on the museum, and then 
Westglen asked me to work on their gym," ,” said 
Jepson, 

She said that when she realized that she could 
do it, she decided to move on to the water tower. 

“I felt very confident that 1 could to it and that it 
would work out fine, because I didn’t have to 
draw it on the wall. It was like painting by num¬ 
bers, just painting over what was there.” 

Her daughter Nancy came from Vancouver 
Island to help her. She drove the lift, held the 
paint, and filled in the large bits while her mother 
did all the fine detail work. 

“My daughter said I’ve been driving her up the 
wall for the last sixty years," said Jepson, “and at 
last she’s been able to drive me up the wall.” 

She said that despite being 79 years old, and 
despite being up on an industrial lift she did not 
hesitate about her project. “The machine itself 
was very stable and we went through quite a busi¬ 
ness finding a machine that would work on 
uneven ground,” said Jepson. 

The work was completed as of Thursday, Aug. 
23, just in time. A rainstorm blew in that night and 
the artwork was dry by then. 

Jepson said that she was pleased to have been 
able to do it, “It’s only been half a day, but people 
have said they’re really pleased with it," she said. 
“I think it’s a great improvement and hope it will 
last another 14 years.”

“When I went and told 
the guys (at the club) 
about it, they were pretty 
elated." 

In the past, the Lions 
have built ami nd'fled play¬ 
houses for kids, said Lea, 
“and then somebody said 
‘lets change the project.’ 
So I looked around and 
found this (design) in a 
book. 


“We did one last year; 
this is our second one, and 
we already have the mate¬ 
rials for next years’. 

“We built it in the win¬ 
ter," said Lea, “February 
and March. We started raf¬ 
fling at the trade show and 
we’ve been selling tickets 
throughout the summer at 
different events. AG Foods 
let us park it over there a 
few times too. 

“Believe it or not we get 
a kick out of it," he added, 
“We like working on it, and 
it’s a nice thing to do in the 
winter. We have a lot of 
guys who have their own 
shops and they et\joy cut¬ 
ting it out, making the 
fancy stuff." 

He said that the Lions are 
grateful to Mr. Mailer and 
his family for making the 
donation back to the com¬ 
munity. 


“It makes it high profile," 
said Lea, “sitting right by 
the highway. It’s good for 
their family and good for 
the lions as well. It shows 
that we’re putting some¬ 
thing back into the dis¬ 
trict.” 

Shirley Mailer, Dave’s 
mother, said that they have 
many friends and neigh¬ 
bours in the lodge and that 
they are happy about the 
addition. 

“And when Ray gets 
here,” said Dave, “he’ll be 
able to say that he built it 
and he’ll be able to use it. 
He’s sitting here smiling, 
hut it’s the truth. 

“It’s a win-win situation 
for everybody.” 

Lea noted the raffle 
pulled in a net profit 
of about $4,000, which 
will be put back into the 
community.

Didsbury Hospital

Pet therapy is a great way to 
add some fun to long-term hospi¬ 
tal care, and the Didsbury hospi¬ 
tal has taken that idea and ran 
with it. 

On Tuesday Aug. 21, the hospi¬ 
tal held its annual pet show. 
Volunteers and their owners 
came out to perform tricks and 
entertain both the resident sen¬ 
iors and the Summer Fun kids, 
who visit the hospital weekly. 

Brandi Hubl, recreation thera¬ 
pist for the Didsbury hospital, 
said the hospital has done the 
annual pet show for a few years 
now, as part of their pet therapy 
program. 

“Today I found there was so 
much excitement with this,” said 
Hubl, “that even one of our ladies 
who has a fear of dogs ventured 
down to see what the show was 
about and ended up enjoying it.” 

The nine dogs performed all 
kinds of tricks, front singing to 
weave poles, for the more than 
60 observers. 

“The look on our lovely elder¬ 
ly patients faces light up when 
they see the pets,” said Hubl. “We 
try and make things exciting and 


interesting through the use of 
pets and animals.” 

She noted they have volunteers 
visit with their pets at least a 
couple times a month, adding 
that it’s not just dogs that come 
out. 

“We’ve had visits from not only 
dogs," she said, “hut wo have a 
resident cat, and we’ve also had 
horses and reindeer visit this 
year.” 

It’s a fairly common program 
for a hospital to run, she said, 
“because pets are so well loved 
by everyone.” 

Sheila Walker, who has partici¬ 
pated in the program for about 
five years, said, “For the resi¬ 
dents t hat are pet and dog lovers, 
it brings a touch of home to 
those living in the hospital.” 

Many of the patients grew up 
on farms, said Walker, and, “Most 
of them are just thrilled to see an 
animal. Their faces instantly light 
up. They want to touch them and 
pet them. They really enjoy it. 

“I’ve had experiences with 
some of them like Basil (one of 
her dogs) will sit in their laps and 
the resident will completely calm 
down and pet the dog. You can 
see it really touches their spirit." 

She noted seniors aren’t the

only ones who get something out 
of it. The pets get great socializa¬ 
tion experience with all kinds of 
people. 

“And I really eryoy bringing a 
smile to others' faces,” she 
added. 

Hubl said, “When someone 
finds that they have a very gentle 
and sweet pet, they might be a 
match for us.” 

The hospital does screen all 
potential pets that come to vol¬ 
unteer to make sure that it’s a 
win-win situation for the pets, 
the owners and the hospital. 

“And we're always happy when 
we make good matches,” added 
Hubl. 

“We have about ten volunteers 
right now,” she said, “and we 
would love very much to have 
more pets, because not everyone 
is available on the days that we 
set up for the visiting sessions."

That’s their new favourite 
word.” 


She said that the coaches 
help to develop their team’s 
soccer skills too. 

“It definitely translates 
I localise even though they 
wont play again until May 
next year, you can tell which 
kids did soccer camp.” In 
soccer this past spring, she 
said, her son was put into 
the U8 group because he 
was more skilled than the 
Ufi group. 

“And we’re hosting a 
coach," she added. “It’s a 
great experience all 
around.”

“The fact that everything 
is in the form of games, not 
drills, Is great," said Barr.

Wild day 
on QEII

*, August 18th was a day 
rarely, if ever, experienced 
by Olds Mounties. 

During a time span of 
four hours, local RUMP 
detachment members 
responded to seven crashes 
on the QEII. And they 
couldn’t blame it on road 
f conditions or the weather. 

I “The road was in good 
condition and flat. It was 
sunny, a nice day," said ()lds

The accidents occurred 
* between 12:30 p.m. and 4:30 
p.m. along the stretch of the 
freeway between Bowden 
and three km south of the 
Olds overpass. 

“I’ve been here eight 
years and I have never been 
exposed to that many colli¬ 
sions in such a short win¬ 
dow of time,” said Byrt. “We 
had a multiple number of 
collisions between Bowden 
to just south of Olds." 

The good news is that no 
people in the seven-record¬ 
ed accidents suffered seri¬ 
ous injuries. 

However, there was prop¬ 
erty damage and significant 
delays with traffic as police 
investigated and emergency 
personnel responded, along 
with tow trucks to remove 
disabled vehicles. 

In a crash at 1:30 p.m. 
near the Hwy. 2/27 over¬ 
pass a tractor-trailer semi 
struck a median. There 
were no injuries hut it did 
block traffic for a signifi¬ 
cant period of time. The 
truck had to be removed by 
a tow truck, said Byrt. The 
driver of the truck escaped 
injury. 

“There was a huge vol¬ 
ume of traffic on the high¬ 
way,” noted Byrt. “It has 
increased over the years 
but even still sometimes 
you have to question why 
this occurred.” 

In the meantime, the Olds 
RCMP was left on its own 
to respond to the crashes as 
members of the Innisfail 
Traffic Services unit were 
not available, he said. 

Byrt said the series of 
collisions was not a case of 
one significant accident 
immediately triggering a 
chain reaction of secondary 
collisions. 

However, he suggested 
some motorists may have 
become distracted while 
passing an accident scene 
on the freeway, which 
could have led to another 
mishap minutes later. 

“It just seems as people 
were driving by a semi 
major one, everybody 
gawks, checks it out and 
they arc not paying atten¬ 
tion to the highway,” said 
Byrt.
